Bring pencils 
together for one person to hold, while other grasps centre of ^rn, 
sliding hand down and releasing at short intervals , letting yarn twist. 
Knot ends to prevoit unravellirig.

Place the 2 pieces of fabric evenly together and sew 
stitch by stitch, always bringing the needle up from undcmeath to top 
though the centre of the stitch, then in same manner trough correspon- 
ding stitch on second piece. 

Note— Diagram shows knitted fatpric, but method is the same for knitting or 
crochet. Always keep work elastic — there should be as m ueh stretch In your 
scam as Ihtre is in the rest of your garment.

Whan working along side edge, Insert needle inside one full stitch from Ihe edge fl.o. behind 2 loops of riitch, not fust the edge loop). 
(Diagram B) 

You wOl find aiorrg this edge thatthere Is alternately one long and one short stitch. If you require less stitches than tho'e are rows aksng 
this edge, alws^ knit up through the short stitches and omit some of the lor^ stitches. (Diagram Q 

Before commencmg, always count the nunberol rows you hove and compiare it to the number of stitches you require, then you will 
be able to make any adjusbnrvents evenly along the len^ of the work. 

II you find It difficult to knit up stitches neatly, try using needles 1 or 2 sfees smalfeT than those In the Instruction! - but do not forget to 
change back to the correct size for knitting the barxl.

This is a variation of the two-needle method of casting on, and gives a very neat and elastic edge, ft Is not suJtabje for any rib olher 
than Kl, PI. 

First you wtil need to read the first rib row, as this will determine how you start your casting on. 

1- if you need an uneven number of stitdies Ihe first raw reads ‘K2, ' Pi , Kl, rep from ‘ to last st, Kl. — Moke a slip loop and 
place It on left-hand needle. InMit needle Into loop knitways and knit a etilch, dip the stitch thus made on to the left-hand
